Since tbe editor has by his 
bogle blast rouaed me to a 
thought about writing, I am re- 
minded that there are others who 
are desi roue to bear from this 
part of Uod'a heritage. 

Frankly confessing nay tins of 
omission and leaving the reader 
to pardon (iorgive,) I beg leave 
to eay a tew words concerning 
thoEe with whom we have labor- 
ed tbe year now past. 

Our pastorate at Dunlaps in- 
cluded about' tit teen months, 
though our acquaintance includes 
a longer period. 

Aronnd this little band of 
Brethren shall ever cluster fond 
memo nee of tbe past. Their 
love, their trier, flu hip lor a strang- 
er, their many kindnesses to my- 
self and family ehall ever bind 
our hearts to them, and prompt 
ue to ever invoke upon them bless 
ing of tbe moat high. Though 
tew in number and somewhat 
scattered, we found tbem ever 
faithful to tbe discharge of their 
Christian duties, ready at all 
times to do to the best of their 
abilities for tbe cause of Christ. 

A dozen or more members of 
this congregation live in the city 
of Elkhart. They are ao situat- 
ed that it is impossible for them 
to attend services half what they 
should and not half what they 
would if they had a chnich in 
town 

Missionary Board of Indiana 
here is a place for you to work. 
These members weald form a 
nucleus around which could soon 
be gathered a body able to care 
for itself. They cannot rent a 
hall and pay a minister both, bnt 
they could aid yon. Come let ue 
have less writing and talking and 
more work. Call that conven- 
tion, organize an effective Mia 
sionary Board. Let it send out 
solicitors to raise tunds. Then 
put a minister into such places 
as Elkhart, Goeben, and help 
those places to build up and Boon 
tbey can help themselves and 
others beside. You were ap 
pointed by the convention to lead 
the church and not wait till the 
church drives you into the work. 

Indian Creek, eight miles east 
of Elkhart, called us to serve 
them one year. Tim congrega- 
tion is small in number, but 
among the few are those who are 
not ashamed of the gospel of 
Oh rist, for they have long since 
learned that it. is the power ot 
Qod an to salvation. Wherever 
tbe devil finds a defect in the 
walls of Zion there he gathers 
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bis forces, then you will see signs 
of a conflict. For some cause 
his majesty has made Indian 
Creek the scene of much activity 
for some time. Though peace 
seems now, to have spread ber 
white wings over all, there are 
still the wounded and maimed to 
care for. . Brethren, "in this 
name," I beg of you, let the dead 
past bury its dead. Four into 
those wounds of both friend and 
foe the oil of Christian charity. 
Gather up your forces, ral- 
ly around tbe cross of Christ, re- 
sol v« to be true to your bap- 
tismal vow. Yon cannot afford 
to perjure yonr sonl and that you 
will when you teftise to do what 
the gospel requires of yon to do. 
See what it says about forgive- 
ness, what about forsaking the 
assem bli ng ot y ou rsel ves together. 
Thera are souls to save in your 
community. You are not wholly 
free Irom guilt if tbey perish. 

New Troy, Michigan, though 
seldom heard from through the 
paper, is a live, earnest body of 
Brethren, and around the above 
village, though most of them are 
young in the service, yet they are 
none the less active in tbe Mas- 
ter's work. All in all what time 
I served the above churches was 
time to me most pleasantly spent 
and whatever has been done for 
tbe welfare of son Is and the up 
building of tbe church must be 
ascribed to the power of Mod and 
not to me. 

If by my efforts any weak 
were made strong, any sinners 
converted, any bouIs born anew 
to the love and favor of Qod, to 
him be alt the praise, the bless- 
ing be upon those for whom we 
labored. 

We have been long enough in 
our new field ot labor to become 
acquainted with our surround- 
ings and acquaintances which 
has destroyed much of oor. mis- 
givings over our inability to take 
the place of such an able and ex- 
perienced ministsr as Bra. llol 
singer. However we still feel 
that our boots are too laige, bnt 
being young we may possibly 
grow to fill tbem provided they 
do not wear out too soon. 

Owing to circumstances over 
which we had no control, we 
have been a little slow in getting 
our armor on and our lorces 
marshaled against the enemy. 
But thanks be to God who giv- 
eth to the faithful tbe victory, 
there are always some who never 
become weary or discouraged at 
deteats, who never allows the 
enemy to spike their artillery. 
There are some such here at 
South Bend and by their assist- 
ance the Sabbath school is in- 
creasing in attendance. The 
prayer meetings are becoming 
more interesting, spiritual patri- 
otism is rising so that by God's 
grace there shall be something 
done for the advancement of 
Christ's kingdom even in South 
Bend.

I am attending two Sab- 
bath Schools every Sabbath and 
every other Sabbath we have 
preaching at Fairview Chapel, 


and also about eight miles across 
the St. Joseph River, and three 
miles North of South Bend. 
There ia a German Baptist data 
over there and they requested 
our pastor, Bro.
